Soon,  however,  one  of  the 
children  had  talked  her  into  joining  the  on-stage 
group. 

The  actual  on-stage  performers  now  include  Bob 
and  Dick,  20-year-old  twin  brothers;  Paul,  16; 
Barry,  15;  John,  13;  ten-year-old  Susan,  and  their 
mother  Barbara. 

Recently  playing  for  capacity  audiences  at  the 
Utah  State  Fair,  the  Cowsills  have  also  appeared  in 
two  television  specials  and  on  numerous  shows  like 
Ed  Sullivan,  Johnny  Carson,  Merv  Griffin,  Mike 
Douglas,  Jonathon  Winters,  and  Johnny  Cash. 

Their  other  hit  records  include  “Indian  Lake,” 
“Poor  Baby,”  “The  Prophecy  of  Daniel  and  John 
the  Divine,”  and  “Hair,”  their  second  gold  record.

BELFAST,  Northern  Ireland  (AP)-They  are  seasoned  soldiers  who 
have  been  through  fighting  in  Bernee,  Cyprus  and  Aden  but  the  British 
troops  seeking  to  keep  order  find  their  assignment  in  Northern  Ireland 
is  their  toughest. 

“Part  of  the  trouble  is  that  they  all  look  the  same  as  we  do,”  said  one 
private  manning  a barricade.  “In  Aden  and  Cyprus  we  could  at  least  tell 
which  side  was  which.”

BELGRADE,  Yugoslavia  (AP)-A  series  of  earthquakes  shook 
western  Yugoslavia  Sunday  and  the  news  agency  Tanjug  said  a large 
number  of  buildings  were  destroyed  or  damaged  and  that  one  girl  was 
killed. 

A “greater  number  of  persons”  were  injured,  the  Yugoslav  agency 
said. 

The  earthquakes  hit  in  midafternoon.  The  Geophysical  Institute  in 
Zagreb  recorded  a major  earthquake  at  3:37  p.m.  It  said  the  epicenter 
was  estimated  to  be  about  100  miles  south  of  Zagreb. 

BEIRUT,  Lebanon  (AP)— Arab  guerrillas  passed. the  word  to 
thousands  of  Palestinian  refugees  and  the  Syrian  government  Sunday 
they  would  like  to  cool  off  their  conflict  with  the  Lebanese  army. 

At  the  same  time,  former  premier  Rashid  Karami  said  negotiations 
were  underway  to  restore  peace  and  expressed  hope  they  would 
succeed  very  soon.”  Karami  did  not  say  whether  guerrilla  leaders  were 
negotiating  directly  with  the  Beirut  government.  He  had  resigned 
Wednesday  when  the  violence  started. 

*** 

SAIGON  (AP)-Government  troops  have  clashed  twice  with  North 
Vietnamese  soldiers  on  a highway  outside  Ben  Het,  the  Special  Forces 
camp  that  was  under  heavy  siege  earlier  this  year.  South  Vietnamese 
sources  said  Sunday. 

The  sources  said  a total  of  23  enemy  soldiers  were  killed  in  the 
battles  Saturday. 


NATIONAL 

SACRAMENTO,  Calif.  (AP)— Conservation  issues,  including  the  Santa 
Barbara  oil  leases  are  becoming  political  issues  in  California,  and 
politicians  from  Gov.  Ronald  Reagan  down  are  taking  notice. 

The  state  is  “in  midst  of  a revolution”  by  residents  fighting  to 
preserve  nature,  says  George  W.  Milias,  chairman  of  the  state  assembly’s 
Natural  Resources  Committee. 

*** 

SPOKANE  (AP)— The  Washington  State  Council  of  Churches  has 
gone  on  record  in  opposition  to  a change  in  state  laws  on  gambling  to 
allow  churches  to  conduct  bingo  games  and  raffles. 

The  resolution  was  passed  Saturday  at  the  final  session  of  the  church 
organization’s  annual  meeting  here. 

*** 

DETROIT  (AP)— Big  Three  autoworkers  will  get  two  pay  increases  by 
the  end  of  next  month  that  will  boost  their  pay  to  more  than  $4  an 
hour.  The  first  goes  into  effect  Monday. 

The  average  hourly  wage  of  employes  in  General  Motors,  Ford  and 
Chrysler  plants  now  is  $3.83.  Combined,  the  Big  Three  employs  some 
684,000  across  the  country. 

*** 

WASHINGTON  (AP)— The  Nixon  administration  was  accused  by 
Rep.  Henry  S.  Reuss  Sunday  of  using  executive  privilege  to  suppress 
reports  which  reportedly  are  a strong  indictment  of  the  supersonic 
transport  program. 

The  Wisconsin  Democrat  said  the  reports  were  suppressed  by 
Secretary  of  Transportation  John  A.  Volpe  and  asked  if  Nixon’s  April  7 
freedom-of-information  agreement  on  executive  privilege  had  been 
violated.

Frantz,  who 
said  he  wanted  to  combat  campus 
apathy,  got  64  per  cent  of  the 
student  votes  cast. 

In  the  princess  contest  at 
Western  Connecticut  State  College 
in  Danbury,  Conn.,  members  of 
the  football  team  sponsored  Joe 
“Tiny”  Sacca,  a 270-pound 
defensive  lineman  from  New  York 
City.

The 
college  administration  said  Tiny 
couldn’t  be  Crown  Princess  but 
they  agreed  to  let  him  be  Fairy 
Godmother.

The  Princess,  Lulu  Anderson  of 
Newton,  Conn.,  said  she  didn’t 
mind  coming  in  second  to  Sacca. 
Her  reaction,  like  everyone  elses’ 
on  campus:  “It’s  a gas.” 

The  new  broadening  of  contest 
rules  has  not  extended  to  all 
campuses.  Despite  his  goatee, 
Marvin  Rexford  was  declared 
ineligible  in  the  Contra  Costa 
College  contest  at  San  Pablo, 
Calif.  Students  voted  him  down 
236-73  in  a special  referendum. 
Rexford  said  he  was  only  trying 
to  show  “what  a waste  of  time 
and  money”  such  events  were.

Taking  20  years  to  graduate 
from  college  is  a bit  unusual. 

But  for  Clay  Boyd,  a 
41 -year-old  retired  Marine  major 
who  has  enrolled  at  BYU,  it  runs 
in  the  family. 

His  mother,  Mrs.  Luella  Boyd  of 
Graybull,  Wyo.,  received  her 
degree  recently  in  special 
education  after  raising  14 
children,  and  is  presently  working 
on  a master’s  degree. 

Three  of  Mr.  Boyd’s  seven 
sisters  have  had  their  families  and 
are  now  working  on  degrees.  Two 
will  graduate  in  August  when 
Boyd  plans  to  receive  his  B.A.  in 
youth  leadership  from  BYU. 

Boyd  recently  retired  from  a 
Marine  career  as  a squadron 
commander  of  the  third  Air  Wing 
(an  engineering  squadron  at  the  El 
Toro  Marine  Air  Base  near  Santa 
Ana,  California. 

After  a 4-year  stint  as  a private 
in  the  Marines,  Boyd  completed 
his  freshman  year  20  years  ago  at 
the  University  of  Wyoming.  He 
later  took  courses  during  his 
service  career  at  the  University  of 
Indiana,  Chapman  College,  and 
the  U.S.  Armed  Forces  Institute. 

According  to  Boyd,  his 
retirement  signified  the  problem 
of  “whether  or  not  to  retire  to 
something  else.  And  that 
something  else  to  me  is  to  get  my 
degree  in  youth  leadership  and 
work  in  youth  rehabilitation.” 

Boyd  worked  with  youth  during 
his  military  career,  and  he  has 
become  quite  opinionated  about 
today’s  youth,  especially  his 
fellow  classmates  attending  BYU. 

“Students  here  are  the  best  in 
the  world.  It’s  not  the  institution 


nor  its  leaders  that  make  them 
great-it’s  just  the  way  they  were 
before  they  came  here,”  the 
retired  Marine  officer  observes. 
“When  students  do  what’s  right, 
then  they  really  are  free  to  pursue 
their  separate  endeavors.” 

What  vividly  strikes  Mr.  Boyd 
about  the  BYU  students  in  that 
they  are  happy  and  smiling  and 
have  a certain  peace  of  mind  that 
can’t  be  seen  on  other  college 
campuses. 

Boyd  has  been  on  military  court 
martial  boards,  counseled  young 
men  in  trouble  in  military  brigs, 
and  commanded  as  many  as  300 
young  Marines  under  20  years  of 
age.  Because  of  these  experiences, 
he  believes  that  adults  can  reach 
youth  when  they  share  a 
particular  environment  or 
hardship  with  these  individuals. 

Boyd  dropped  out  of  high 
school  at  17  after  being 
encouraged  to  leave  nine  schools 
and  joined  the  Marines.  He  later 
became  a body  guard  for  Adm. 
B.H.  Bieri  (6th  Fleet  Commander) 
and  participated  in  the  occupation 
of  Italy  at  the  close  of  World  War 
II.  He  saw  duty  in  the 
Mediterranean  during  the  1956 
Suez  Crisis  and  fought  in  both 
Korean  and  Vietnam  wars.

Kittens  resume  action  Friday, 
Oct.  31,  as  they  meet  Ricks 
College  at  2 p.m.  at  the  Provo 
High  Field. 

The  Kittens  moved  the  ball  well 
from  the  opening  kick-off.  The 
running  of  Jim  Cooper  and  the 
pas  receiving  of  Golden  Richards 
combined  for  256  yards,  which 
was  better  than  half  of  the  Kittens 
471  yds.  total  offense.  Starting 
QB  Dave  Coon  connected  for  8 
out  of  12  passes  and  rushed  for  54 
yards  and  a touchdown.  Most  of 
his  passes  were  to  Richards,  who 
was  open  time  after  time. 

Richards  caught  a 33-yd.  pass 
and  Cooper  picked  up  25  yds.  on 
the  ground  before  he  fumbled  on 
the  USU  31  yd.  line  which  ended 
the  Kittens’  first  drive. 

Neither  team  could  get  anything 
started  until  Val  Miller  recovered 
a USU  fumble  on  the  USU  45. 
Seven  plays  later,  Coon  plunged 
over  from  the  one-yard  line  for 


the  Kittens’  first  score.  The  point 
after  was  blocked. 

USU’s  only  scoring  effort  came 
just  at  the  beginning  of  the  second 
quarter.  A 31  yd.  pass  play  from 
Mickey  Doyle  to  end  Dell  Felix 
and  Blaine  Smith’s  kick  put  USU 
ahead  7-6. 

But  three  minutes  later  the 
Kittens  came  back  on  three  pass 
plays  to  Richards,  with  a couple 
of  running  plays  mixed  in;  the  last 
one  going  for  28  yards  and  a TD. 
The  kick  was  wide,  but  the 
Kittens  were  out  in  front  to  stay.

Wilkinson  Answers  Recruiting, 
Travel,  Enrollment  Questions

President  Ernest  L.  Wilkinson 
answered  questions  about  BYU’s 
athletic  recruiting  program,  his 
trip  to  the  Far  East,  and  increased 
enrollments  problems  at  BYU  at  a 
question  and  answer  period  last 
week. 

The  president  said  about 
recruiting,  “We  don’t  seek 
athletes.  Our  recruiting  program 
starts  generally  when  an  athlete 
writes  and  says  he’s  interested  in 
the  athletic  program.”  He 
commented  that  other  schools 
have  recruited  not  students,  but 
athletes,  and  said  “we’re  not  going 
to  stoop  to  that.” 

Commenting  on  the 
demonstrations,  he  reported  that 
some  of  the  black  members  of  the 
Arizona  State  football  team 
apologized  after  the  game  and  said 
they  weren’t  in  sympathy  with 
the  demonstrators. 

The  president  noted  that  BYU 
had  been  asked  by  the  Vietnamese 
government  to  send  delegates  to 
set  up  training  procedures  for  civil 
servants  there.  “We’ve  sbeen 
singled  out,”  he  said,  “Other 
universities  have  asked  and  been 
turned  down.”  The  president  and 
three  other  faculty  members  are 


going  to  Vietnam  shortly. 
Wilkinson  said  he  was  going  for 
another  reason,  too,  but  wouldn’t 
say  what  that  reason  was. 

The  president  also  said  he  didn’t 
know  the  answer  to  the  problem 
of  increasing  enrollment  at  BYU, 
“not  even  for  next  year.”  >
